In page 58 of this Paper, we gave a brief 
account of the institution and some of the pro- 
ceedings of a missionary society, denominated 
Tur American Boarv or Commisst- 
ONERS FOR Forrtan Missions. It is 
proper to observe, that the operations of this 
Society have become very important to the 
cause of missions, and strongly attracted the 
attention of the religious publick. Many aux- 
ary and branch societies have been formed: 
inrapid suceession. ‘The funds of the Board 
have been augmented by liberal donations. 
Mssionaries, under the patronage of this So- 
ciety, have been sent to India, to preach the 
everlasting Gospel amongst the heathen. Va- 
rious subsequent events are highly interesting. 
As these things are little known in this Wes- 
tern Country, we shall publish the Reports of 
the Prudential Committee for the years 1812, 
and 1813 ; also, that of the present year as 
soon as it shall have been received.

; Nissionarics were waiting, and had long 
“Waiting, with a degree of impatience, to 
sent out with the everlasting Gospel to the 
i 
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perishing millions of the East ; and the Com- 
mittee were earnestly desirous to relieve their 


impatience, and toembrace the earliest op- 


portunity for conveying them to the destined 
field of their labours. But for this purpose 
thousands of dollars were wanting. 

When contemplating possible ways and 
means, no plan presented itself te the Cormmit- 
tee as more eligible, than to instuute in the 
principal towns in New England and in other 
states, as far as practicable, societies auxiliary 
to this Board, and. whose specil business 
should be to aid if procuring funds. ‘This 


plan, it was hoped, would bring immediate 


elp in the existing exigency, conibine exten- 
sively the influence of the friends of missions, 
give increase and efficiency. to the missionary 
spirit, and open durable sources of supply to 
the tteasury. The plan was. adopted early in 
the winter. Mr. John Frost, a licentiate 
preacher, in whom the Committee had great 
confidence, was appointed an agent, and in- 
vested with a commission to assist in carrying 
it into execution ; andthe suceess has exceed- 
ed the most sanguine expectations. About 
twenty societies have been formed ; more 
than four thousand dollars have {gen remitted 
from them to the treasury ; and the ampual 
subscriptions in them, though they cannot be 
accurately estimated at present, amount toa 
very considerable sum. ‘These societies can- 
not but be regarded as vastly important to the 
gencgal, concern, and, as claiming very parti- 
cular attention ; and the Committee would 
respectfully submit, whether some measures 
should not be adopted to extend, to animate, 
and to strengthen them ; and to establish be- 
tween them and this Board a regular and per- 
manent intercourse. 

Though the Committee were very desirous 
to be in a state ef preparation to send out the 
waiting missionaries by the first conveyance ; 
yet, such. were the commercial embarrass- 
ments, but little expectation was entertained, 
that a conveyance would occur. But He 
who has the times and the seasons in hishands, 
and whose, especially,is the missionary cause, 
knew the day and the hour, Inthe latter part 
of January, messrs. Newell and Tall, the 
two missionary brethren, who had resided for 
some time at Philadel. on account of the medi- 
cal advantages there enjoyed, returned in haste 
with the intelligence, that a ship ealled the 
Harmony was shortly to sail from that port 

r Calcutta, and would afford* aceommoda- 
tions for the missionaries. This return was 
by the particular advice of Robert Ralston, 
esq. anzme well known, and greatly endear- 
ed to the friends of missions, in Europe aad 


India, as well as in this country ; and from 
him they brought a letter presenting the op-, 
portant y inavery favourable.kght, and kind- 
y offering assurances of his affention and aid. 
The Committee immediately met, and the 
moment was an important one. The Har- 
mony was to sail in about a fortnight ; if that 
opportunity were not embraced it. could not be 
foreseen when another would eceur ; but the 
funds then at the disposal of the Committee 
did not exceed twelve hundred dollars. After 
serious deliberation, however, the Committee 
were impressed with the persvation that divine 
Providence called for an immediate and great 
effort ; and they resolved to send out the four 
missionaries by the Harmony, and took their 
measures accordingly, 

It was on Monday the 27th of January that 
this resolution was taken. ‘Fhe ordination of 
the missionaries was appointed to be on the 
Thursday of the next week ; the latest day, 
which would leave time for them to get to 
Philadelphia in season. Notic® yas immedi- 
ately given tothe friends of {hg mission in the 
vicinity, and means were putin operation with 
all possible activity, and to & great an extent 
as the limited time would allow, fer raising the 
requisite funds, 

In the mean time, mr. Luther Riec, a li- 
centiate preacher from the Theoligical Insti- 
tution at Andover, whose heart had long been 


engaged in the missionary cause, but who had 


been restrained fyom offering himself to the 
Board by particular circumstances, presented 
himself to the Committee with gocd recom- 
mendations, and with an earnest desire to join 
the mission. ‘The case was avery trying one. 
The Committee were not invesied with full 
powers to admit missionarics, and they still 
felt a very heavy embarrassment from the 
want of funds. In view of all the circum- 
stances, however, they did not dare to reject 
mr. Rice ; and they came to the conclusion 
to assume the responcibility, and admit him as 


a missionary to be ordained Wi four 
other brethren, and sent out with ther geThis 
responsibility still rests upon the Cotmmittee. 
But with the pleasing consciousness that they 
acted in the case under an impressive sense of 
duty, and with a sacred view to advance the 
great design of this Board, they cheerfully sub- 
mit themselves to the inquiry and to the judg- 
ment of their brethren. eg 
While the preparations were making, it 
came to the knowledge of the Committee, that, 
the brigantine Caravan, of Salem, was to sail 
for Calcutta ina few days, and could carry 
out three or four passengers ; amd; alter alten- 
tion to the subject, it was deemed advisable, 
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that two of the missionaries with their wives 
should take passage in that vessel. This tes- 
sened the general risk, and was attended with 
several advantages, 

According to appointment, on the sixth of 
February the missionaries was ordained, at 
the Tabernacle in Salem. A season of more 
impressive solemnity has scarcely been wit- 
nessed in our country. he sight of five 
young men of highly respeciable talents and 
attamments, and who might reasonably have 
promised themselves very eligible situations in 
our churches, forsaking parents, and friends, 
and country, and every alluring eartlily pros- 
pect,and devoting themselves to the privations, 
hardships, and perils of a mission for life to a 
people sitting in darkness, and in the region 
and shadow of death. in a far distant and un- 
pepitious clime, could not fail deeply to affect 
every heart, not utterly destitute of feeling. 
Nor less affecting were the views, which the 
whole scene was calculated to impress, of the 
deplorable condition of the pagan world, of the 
riches of divine grace displayed in the Gos- 
pel, and of the obligations on all, on whom 
this grace is conferred, to use their utmost en- 
ckeavours in making the. Gospel universally 
known. God was manifestly present ; a 
crowded and attentive assembly testified, with 
many tears, the deep interest which they felt 
in the occasion ; and not a few remember the 
scene with fervent gratitude, and can say, it 
2oas good to be there. ! 

After the public solemnities, arrangements 
forthe departure of the missionaries were made 
with all possible despatch ; and, on the everi- 
ing of the same day, brethren Nott, Hall,and 
Rice, took their leave in haste, that they might 
not fail of arriving at Philadelphia, in season 
for taking their passage in the Harmony. 
‘Fhose who remained were expected to sail 
early inthe next week. Circumstances oc- 
curred, however, by which both the vessels 
were detained for several days ; and it was 
not until the 19th of Febraary that brethren 
Judson and Newell with their wives sailed in 
the Caravan from Salem, and about the same 
time brethren Nott, Hall, and Rice, with the 
wife of mr. Nott, and several missionaries 
from England, left the Delaware in the Hlar- 
mony. ' 

The* delay of the vessels was, highly aus- 
picious: and the Committee would do vio- 
fence to their feelings, and be greatly waniing 
in attention to a subject for high thankfulness 
to God, should they refrain from expressing 
the degiampression which they have felt of 
his particular providence inthe whole business 
of preparing and sending out the mission.— 
When the resolution was takerr to embrace 
the opportunity by the Harmony, the utmost 
which the Committee expected to be able’ to 
do was, to fit out the four missionaries then en- 
gaged without their wives ; or, if their wives 
should go, to advance to tiem only a half 
year’s, instead of a whole year’s, salary ; er 
else to retain only two of them in the croploy- 
ment of this Board, and resign the other two 
to the London Missionary Society. Proba- 
bly, indeed, the resolution could not have 
beem taken 2 all, Bat for the commission 
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which had been obtained fiom that ‘Society. 
For the Committee cast themselves upon di- 
vine Providence in the ease, with the alterna- 
tive distinctly in view, that should they fail 
of seasonably obtaining the funds to enable 
thenr to send out the missionaries in the em- 
ployment of this Board, they could, in the 
last resort, let them go under the London com- 
mission. Having this alternative, they ven- 
tured upon a measure, which otherwise, (so 
donbtful was the prospect of obtaining the pe- 
cuntary means,) they probably would have 
judged presumptuous. And they acted upon 
the same principle, when they added mr. 
Rice to the mission. Nor was it until after the 
solemnities of the ordination, that they felt 
themselves warranted decisively to resolve on 
sending all the missionaries in the service, and 
at the expense, of this Board ; and even then 
their expectations extended no‘further, than 
to advance for each missionary a half year’s 
salary. But the Lord made it to be remem- 
bered that the silver and the gold arc his. 
Toe hearts of the people were wonderfully 
opened ; money flowed in from all quarters ; 
and by the time that the @aravan sailed the 
Committee were able to meet all the expenses 
of fitting out the missionaries,and to advance 
for each of them a whole year’s salary.” In 
addition to this, collections were made at Phi- 
ladelp hia, daring the same interval of delay, 
and delivered to the brethren who sailed from 
that port, tosuch an amount as to make the 
whole which was paid to the missionafies in 
advance equal to their stipulated salary for a 
year and a quarter nearly. This deserves ve - 
rv grateful notice ; for had our brethren been 
sent out, as it was expected they ranst be, with 
provisions only for six months, stich is the ob- 
structed siate of commercial intercourse and 
the uncertainty of making remittancesto India, 
that not only the Committee and this whole 
Board, bat the friends ofthe mission general- 
ly, must have been distressed with apprehen- 
sions of the sufferings to which, for want’ of 
the means of sapport, they might have been 
exposed. God will provide ; God did pro- 
vide. Within about three weeks, reckoning 
from the commencement of the special ar 
rangements, more than: six thousand dollars 
were coliected for the mission. Several’ so- 
cicties and many individuals showed a liberal- 
ity, which entilles them to the very grateful ac- 
knowledgements of this Board, and ofall the 
friends of the Redeemer’s cause; which, it is de- 
voutly to be honed, will be a precious memo- 
rial of them, in his kingdom for ever. While 
contemplating the providence of God in these 
transactions at large, it shou!d not be overlook- 
ed, that had not our brethren been seni out at 
the very time they were, as no opportenities 
have since occurred, and ‘as none are now Sike- 
ly soonte occar, the mission must have been 
delayed fora long time, and perhaps even till 
the close of the present war.

“ A young man, aged about twenty one, 
who is now a pious Protestant, was very exur- 
ly bound to a linen-weaver, and isred a Ca- 
tholic.

The first annual meeting is to be holden at 
Warren, Trumbull county, on the second 
Wednesday of June, 1815. Rev. Mr. Han. 
ford is appointed to preach on the cecaston, 
and the Rev. Mr. Cowles as his substitute. 

The amount of subseriptions, in support of 
this institetion, is not accurately known. They 

robubly exceed $800—abont $900 of which 
uve already been paid to the Treasurer. 
The trustees have made application 10, six 
hundred Bibles. and expect that they wilt soon 
be ready for distributicn.

Account of the Dartmouth College in Am- 
eric. 
(Continued.) 

'T-> college was situated near the frontiers 
of the American territory, and was on that ac- 
count exposed to many terrors of war, and 
to the danger of incursion from the Indians. 
Phe fheet avid army under Gen. Carlton, in 
passing up Lake Champtain, came within 60 
miles of it, and the foree of Bargoyne took the 
same revte. “Its light”? is said to have been 
“obscured, its usefulness abridged, its re- 
sources almost annihilated,” under ail these ac- 
cumulated troubles ; but the pious President 
-trasted in God and persevered in bis exertions. 

The very building, on account of its having 
beentoo hastily pul together, became in a few 
vears untenantable. ‘The old man was anx- 
juus that the new college should be accomplish- 
ed before his death, and that tt should be erec- 
ted on a larger scale. The Legislature of N. 
Hampshire was prevailed upon to afford about 
1600dollars for the undertaking, and nearly 
an equal sam seems to have been raised in A- 
merica by private subscription. Still, im con- 
sequence of the confusion ofthe times the edi- 
fice made little progress. “Dr. Wheelock, 
like the fatherof Solomon, began the work 
but left the fin’ -hing of the building te his sen 
and successor.” Hedid not live to see peace 
dawn upon his country. ‘The severities of his 
life in the wilderness, his solitude for the con- 
version of the Indians, and the disappoint- 
ments he endured in respect to some of those 
whom he had edueated ; the pressure of con- 
tinual business, the embarrasment of his affairs 
produced by the war, and the gloomy cireum- 
stances as well as prospects of his native coun- 
try both as to its political and :tsretigious inter- 
ests, is represented as having tired to the ut- 
most his weak and declining constitution. He 
relieved himself first by an intermission of his 
correspondence, and then by gradually re- 
treating from one of his other occupations. Be- 
ing often unable fo walk in consequence of an 
asthma, he was carried to the chappel. When 
incapable of this little journey, he performed 
the publick worship at his own house. — It had 
been his prayer that he might not outlive his 
faculties,ang he centinued to give instruction 
to the last. In January 1779, some epileptick 
fits brought hin very low. He revived and 
rode on horseback ; but in April he relapsed, 
and the 24ih of that month is stated to have 
been both his last and happiest day. Me con- 
versed onthe morning of it, on. several topics ; 
sume relating to that world on which he was 
eu the point of entering. During his dying 
hour he repeated in the presence of his wife 
those wordsof the Psalmist, “Though I walk 
through the valley ofthe shadow of death, I 
will fear no evi!, for thou art with me : thy rod 
ani thy staff comfort m:.”—* Oh - my 
family, be faithfal unto death,” were the last 
words be uttered. He dicd at the age of 63, 
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having lived nine years from the founding of 
the college, and 25 from the time of his extend- 
ing the benefit of his school te the Indians. 

For the several duties of president of the 
school and college, professor of divinity, and 
pastor of the church in the college, Dr. Wheel- 
ock received no other compensation than a sup- 
ply of provisions for h's family ; and having 
udvanced 3 or 4000 dollars cut of his own 
junds fer the use of the instituiien at the season 
of its chief difficulties, he. by his last will, be- 
queathed to it this sum, reserving only on an- 
nuity of about 160 dollers to his eldest son, an 
invalid. He also left to the schoo’ scme other 
legacies. ‘Nhe following curtailed extract 
irom a narrative of this pwn will show the 
ground on which he made these large sacrifi- 
ces. He devoted indeed, not his substance 
cnly, but his health, strength, and life, to the 
undertaking—* I have some time,” he says, 
‘* found faintness of heart; but the consideration 
which abeve all others,has been and is, my 
sovere:gn support is,that it is the cause of God. 
In him, and in him alone, do I hope to per- 
fect his own plan for his own glory.” 

The charter of the college gave to Dr. 
Wheelock the right of appointing his succes- 
sor; and the person first. in his nomina- 
tion was his second son, Col. John Wheelock, 
at this time inthe army of the United Siates. 
On the cessation of hostilities, this gent!eman 
made a successful visit to England, as well as 
other parts of Europe, in the cause of the insti- 
tution. ‘The Prince of Orange, in particular, 
gave ahandsome donation. In 1786, the Le- 
gisiature of Vermont afforded to it 23,000 a- 
cres of land ; and in 1789, the Government of 
New Hampshire made a similar grant. The 
college land let ata reat of from two to ten 
pounds for every hundred acres. 

‘The new college was completed in 1787. 
It is situated on a gently rising eminence. In 
front of it isaspacious green. On the further 
side of it are a meeting house with a handsome 
spire, a house for Moor’s school, a large build- 
ing for students, and other dwelling-houses. 
About fifty familes of respetability have mi- 
grated into the vicinity. The situation proves 
healthy, the neighbouring village is pleasant, 
the country abounds with provisions, and the 
expense of livingis very moderate. ‘There are 
now genera'ly about 150 resident students be- 
longing to the college, and 40 or 50 in the 
school, . About 1200 young men in all have 
reecivedthe honours of Dartmouth College, 
of whom 289 have been ordained to the Gos- 
pel-ministry, 

The ordinary subjects .“study are, the class- 
icks, gcometry, natural aud meral philosophy, 
law, metaphysicks, and theology. Lectures 
on medicine and chemistry are delivered. 
The study of Hebrew aad other oriental Jan- 
guages, as welfas the French tongue, is re- 
commended. le punishments ape, admoni- 
tion, suspension, and expulsion. ‘The hbrary 
consists of about 4000 volumes. Stage plays 
are prohibited. The orthodox and evangel- 
ical instruction given by the professor of di- 
vinity, excites,” it is observed, “ the phrasing 
hope that morality, and piety wililong be the 
glory of this seminary.” 
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Such is the present state of this once Weak 
tottering, and almost forsaken institution, 
One principal feeling which the acc

church government. He was evidently ze.}, 
ous for the honour of God, and for the promy). 
gation of the name of his Redeemer. Ye 
telt also for the bodies as well as the souls of 
men. Heunited benevolence and piety ; ang 
his religion produced a decision of character 
svithout which he probably would never haye 
proceeded to dedicate himself to the work to 
which his life was given. He persevered 
amidst many discouragements, exercisip 

meekness and patience, and enduring labour 
and fatigue, intent only on doing good. 

How different is a Christian of this class 
from many who assume the Christian name ; 
who expect, indeed, the same glory, honour, 
and immortality, but are far from seeking it by 
the same patient contmuance in well-doing' 
Correct, possibly, in their morals, and_ pro. 
dent in their conduct, they are occupied in eri- 
ticising the more bold and fervant men, whose 
faults they are quick to perceive, while they 
are dull in discerning the excellency of the spir- 
it that is in them. 

With cur admiration of Dr. Wheelock, we 
ought, however, to unite some praise ef those 
who encouraged and assisted him. Mech hon- 
our is due to those Governours in Ameria 
who countenanced the infant seminary ; Touch 
also to the Earl of Dartmouth, its patron in 
Great Britain; and a Jarge portren of it may 
be allotted to that Christain Merchant who, by 
interposing his liberal aid at a moment of ex- 
tremity, a circumstance which has led to a de- 
tailed commendation of him in the volume 
from which this account is taken, infused life 
into the dying institution. The bounty afford- 
ed by his Majesty ought also to be recollected 

vith satisfaction. "The kings of England have 
generally been friends to civilization, and to 
the propagation of the Gospel in foreign parts.

LONGEVITY. 

The tables of longevity which are supplied 
from the northern nations, lead us to reflect 
upon the benefits of that industry, which even 
necessity May Impose upon man, ‘This long 
life must arise from the greater strength and 
action which he possesses. A late Russian 
bill of mortality =-2s the following number 
which has exceeded 100 years. For the first 
five years above that period, 77. -In the next 
five years 86 ; in the next 36; and in the next 
93; and in the next 8 ; and in the next 6;and 
then an individaal at 160 years ofage. Ina 
late Swedish bill 200 males and 300 females 
had passed 100 years, and 50 persons had far 
exceeded thatnumber. In these countries re- 
gisters are kept,so that great mistakes cannot 
be made, and the comparative ages vouch for 
the extraordinary longevity of the persons 
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extremely slow, and if the eggis deposited at 
any considerable distanve above the surface of 
the earth, it is long before the worm reaches 
the ground. ‘The worms are unable to bear 
the cold of winter unless cevered by the earih, 
and all that are above ground after frost are kil- 
led: * 

By this history of the origin, progress and 
nature of the tnsect, we can expla.a the eflects 
of my method, wheh is as fellows :—In the 
spring, when the blossoms are out, clear away 
ihe diri, so as to expose the root of the tree, to 
the dept of three inches :—surround the tree 
with straw about three feet long, applied 
lengthwise, so that it may have a covering one 
inch thick, which extends to the bettom of the 
hole, the but ends oi the straw resting apen the 
ground atthe bottom. Bund this straw round 
the tree with three bands, one near the top, 
one at the middie, and the third at the root with 
earth, and press it closely round the straw.— 
When the white frosts appear, the straw 
should be removed, and the iree should remain 
uncovered until the blossoms put out in the 
spring. 

‘“‘ By this process, the fly is prevented from 
depositing its egg within three feet of the root, 
and although it may place the egg above that 
distance the worm travels so slow that itcannot 
reach the ground before frost, and therefore is

Extract of a letter from China. 

Vou will hove received accounts of the late 
political disturbances iu China, between the 
Viceroy of Canton and the Supereargees, wita 
regard to the re-appointment of Mr. Roberts, 
whose death has terminated the latter. 

A fariods war rages at present in the very 
heart ofthe country, and extending to the very 
capital of theempire. This civil war bas been 
attended with various fortune. The supersti- 
tion of the euids ofthe rede! army on one oc- 
easion saved the Emoerialists, and occasioned 
the entire overthrow oftheir antagonists ; be 
fancied that he saw the red dragen of China 
descending from the cloulds to seize him ; the 
Vision washowever, too late to save him, and 
he fell in the general nnissacre. ‘There is one 
circumstance eonnected with his rebeliion of 
ereater interest by much than the inzeurate or 
exaggerated accounts of the numbers that have 
fallen (in Perkin, whose gates were closed 
three days, itis stated that a million were 
slain.) the fate of the battles, ofthe ingentous 
punishments that have been ieilieted en the 
captured. It is said that a seet has sprang ap 
in China, corresponding in almost every es- 
sential with the Mluminati: they are pledged 
to each other by the most solemn bonds, 
known mutuatly by stgns and tokens and en- 
gage with as little discretion, as to the means 
and performances of all acts for the general 
benefit,as did formerly the members of the 
Seeret Tribunalof Germany. If this be true, 
the circumstance may be expected in sucha 
country as Chinato cause an entire change in 
its government. Some of its provinces have 
been in rebellion long, and the fidelity of others 
iluctuating with the events ofthedav. I give 
you this report ef the Dluntinati as Ihave it ; 
if true, it must be allowed to be a very curious 
tact, that rebcllion in China should owe its 
most powerful spring to the rise of a sect that 
contributed, at least something, by many 
thought very largely to the distarbances of Eu- 
rope commencing in effect with the Freneb re- 
volution.

Our readers have ail seen the account of ihe 
enterprize against the Pirates of Barrataria. 
But few, we belive, were informed of the situa- 
tion, history, or pature of that establishment. 
For the information of suchas were unacquaint- 
ed'with it, we have procured from a friend 
the following interesting narrative, of the maig 
facts of which he bas personal knowledge, and 
which cannot fail to interest all our readers : 

Barrataria 
Isa bayou, bra narrow arm of the Gulf of 
Mexico, It runs through a rich but very flat 
country, until it reaches within. mile or two of 
the Mississippi river, fifteen miles belew the 
city of New Orleans. This boyou has branch- 
¢s almost innumerable, in which persops can 
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lie concealed from the severest serutiny. Tt 
communicates with three lakes which lie on 
tlic southwest side, and these with the lake of 
the same name, and which lies contiguous to 
the sea, where there is an island formed by two 
arms ofthis lakeand sea. The east and west 
points of this Island were fortified in the year 
iSbl, by a band of pirates, ender the com- 
mand of ene Monsieur La Fitte. A large ma- 
jority of these outlaws are of that class of the 
population of the state of Louisiana who fled 
from the Island of St. Domingo during the 
troubles there and took refuge in the Island of 
Cuba. And when the last war between 
France and Spain commenced, they were 
compelicd to eave that Island with the 
short notice ofa few days. Without ceremo- 
ny they entered the United States, the most 
of them the state of Louisiana, with all the ne- 
grocs they had possessedin Cuba. They were 
notified by the Governour of that state of the 
clause in the constitution which forbade the 
importation of slaves ; but at the same time, 
received tbe assurance of the Governour that 
he would obtain, if possible the approbation of 
he general government for their retaining this 
property. "The conduct of this part ofthe emi 
grants, and the refusal of those who could net 
from Iceal causes juin in the ificit confederacy 
to obey the draft in that stale, which was re- 
quired by the general government and order- 
cd by the state herself, prove the fidelity of the 
allegainee which was promised by these fugi- 
tives to the United States. "The Island of 
Barrataria is situated about lat. 28 deg. 15 min. 
long. 92, 30, and is as remarkable for its 
health as for the superiour scale and shell fish 
with which its waters abound. The chief of 
this horde, like Charles De Moor, had mixed 
with his many vices some transcendent virtues. 
Tnthe year 1815, this party had from its turpi- 
tude and boldness claimed.the attention of the 
Gevernour of Louisiana ; and, to break up 
the establishment he thought proper to strike 
at the head. He therefore offered a reward 
of 500 dollars for the head of Monsieur La 
Fitte, who was well known tothe inhabitants 
ofthe city of New Orleans, from his immedi- 
ate connexion, and his once having been a fen- 
cing master in that city of reputation, which 
art he learnt in Bonaparte’s army, where he 
was a Captain. The reward, which was of- 
fered by the Governour for the head of La 
Fitte, was answered by the offer of $5000 for 
the head of the Governour. The Governour 
ordered out a company tomerch from the city 
to La Fitte’s Island, and to burn and destroy 
all the property, and to bring to the city of N. 
Orleans all his banditti. This company, un- 
der the command ofa man who had been the 
intimate associate of this bold Captain, ap- 
proached very near to the fortified Island be- 
fore he saw a man or heard a sound entil he 
heard a whistle, not unlike a boatswain’s call. 
Then it was he found himself surreended by 
armed men who had emerged from ihe secret 
avenues which led tothis bayou. Here it was 
that this modern Charles De Moor developed 
his few noble traits ; for to this man, who had 
come to destroy his iife and all that was dear to 
him, he not cnly spared his life, but ofiered 
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him that avhich would have made the honest 
soldier easy for the remainder of his days, 
which was indignantly refused, He then 
with the approbation of his capter, returned to 
the city. This circumstance, and some con- 
comitant events, proved that this band of pir- 
ates were not to be taken by fand. Our na- 
vaf force having always been small in that 
quarter, exertions for the destruction of this ili. 
eit establishment could not be expected from 
them until augmented; for an officer of the ‘Na- 
vy, with most of the gun-boats on that station 
had to retreat from an overwhelming force of 
La Fitte’s. So soon as the augmentation of 
the Navy authorised an attack, one was made, 
the overthrow of this banditti has been the re- 
sult ; and now this almost invulnerable point 
and key to New Orleans is clear of anenem 
it is to be heped the government will hold it by 
a strong military force.

“« Since writing our letter, we have convers- 
ed with a gentleman who left Newbedford 
this morning. He informs that a boat arrived 
there last evening from the Elizabeth Islands, 
and brought information ofthe arrival there ot 
the prisoners which were landed at Nantuch- 
et by the Prince of Neafchatel. ren were 
afterwards sent to the Endymion, which came 
to the Vineyard on Wednesday, having pick 
ed up the barges which drifted away after the 
action. The report was, that nearly all were 
killed or wounded in them. ‘The Endymion 
was the only cruiser in the Vineyard Sound 
last evening. The Forth went out on Wed- 
nesday ! 'Theofficers of the Endymion, who 
were onshore at the Islands, were very rescrv - 
ed respecting the late action. ‘They appeared 
to feel it very sorely. Wher the wounded 
men were brought from Nantucket, the inhab- 
itants were not permitted to see the men or the 
barge. 

‘The action between the Prince of Neul- 
chatel, and the enemy’s barges lasied’ only a- 
bout 20 minutes, and not one hour anda hall, 
as erroneously reported.” 


The privateer prince of Neufchatel, which 
has arrived at Boston, has brought in a cargo 
of immense value, and her eruize has been 
the most brilliant of any one since the war. 
She has made 18 prizes on her homeward 
cruize, some of wnich were burut, some giv- 
en up tothe prisoners,and the remamder man- 
ned. ‘The 5 barges from the Endymion which 
atiacked the Prince of Neufchate], were ail ta- 
ken. ‘The prize ship mentioned in our last, 
(said to have gone ashore at Nantucket 
Shoals) is the Douglass from Jamaica, laden 
den with rum, sugar, cotton, and pimento, va- 
lued at 4o0r 500,000 dollars. It is said she has 
arrived at Havanna—She was not ashore at 
Nantucket, but was at anchor, and had two 
pilots on board.

them areligions life as the only one which 
ood sense would point out to those convine- 
ed that there is another world. ‘To his bro- 
ther’s widow, left in slender circumstances, he 
tenders liberal peenatary aid,and deltcately re- 
leases her from all obligation on that score, by 
declaring it is his religion which makes him 
the widow’s friend. A victory obiained en- 
der the coramand of such a hero oneht to in- 
spire us with a hope, that God will stay his 
avenging hand, if the people will losk upto 
and acknowledge him to be their God. 

Let the example of Ma-donough teach 
those to whom the nation bas confided its 
sword, fhat religion dees not unnerve the 
arm of the brave, nor lessen the authority 
of its votary.
